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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Barrington : 

Recent  months  have  seen  several  instances  of 
private  generosity  devoted  to  public  service,  of  which 
Barrington  children  will  receive  the  benefit.  The 
proposed  new  Rochester  High  School,  gift  of  the 
Spaulding  family,  will  earn  the  gratitude  of  the  group 
of  about  ten  tuition  pupils  sent  yearly  to  that  school 
from  this  district.  The  Oak  Hill  School  has  also  been 
especially  fortunate,  receiving  from  Mr.  William  S. 
Davis  a  strip  of  land  for  additional  playground  space, 
and  from  Rev.  Ragnar  Byrenius  a  complete  electric 
lighting  installation.  These  gifts  and  other  help  con- 
stantly being  received  from  individuals  and  organiza- 
tions toward  the  health  work  and  other  activities  of 
the  school  are  much  appreciated  for  the  good  that 
they  will  do  and  the  good-will  that  they  show.  Since 
John  Harvard,  300  years  ago,  gave  his  library  to  the 
college  that  bears  his  name,  private  generosity  has 
been  liberally  bestowed  upon  endowed  institutions.  It 
is  no  less  fitting  that  private  means  should  be  devoted 
to  those  public  institutions  in  the  benefit  of  which  all 
the  people,  and  especially  the  children,  can  share. 
Horace  Mann,  "Father  of  Public  School  Education," 
who  100  years  ago  resigned  from  the  presidency  of 
the  Massachusetts  Senate  to  become  the  first  Secre- 
tary of  the  Massachusetts  State  Board  of  Education, 
in  order  that  he  might  win  for  every  child  a  free  educa- 
tion in  the  common  schools,  said:  "If  there  ever  was 
a  cause,  if  there  ever  can  be  a  cause,  worthy  to  be  up- 
held by  all  of  toil  or  sacrifice  that  the  human  heart 
can  endure,  it  is  the  cause  of  education."

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Northwest"  for  America  by  missionary  sacrifice  and 
commercial  enterprise.  He  returned  with  the  con- 
viction that  no  section  of  the  country  has  a  better 
foundation  for  educated  living  in  stable  prosperity, 
or  a  more  willing  disposition  to  provide  suitable  schools 
and  other  human  needs  for  its  people  (when  once 
those  needs  are  clearly  seen)  than  our  own  New  Eng- 
land.
